FOLK SCHOOLS 


NEWSPAPER SERVICE 


As a result of a survey of educational problems in Al¬ 
berta, the House Committee of the Legislature has 
brought in several recommendations. One of these is the 
establishment of at least one folk school, as 


legislation in this province, has been commented upon all 
over Canada. Inasmuch as this is the only province which 
has seen fit to bring in such legislation, there is much dis¬ 
cussion of why and wherefore. The concensus of outside 
opinion seems to be expressed in the words of the Vernon 
News: “Recently there was a grave abuse in the reporting 
of a sensational trial in which highly placed persons were 
concerned. At least one of the daily, newspaper^ stepped 
a long way over the line of decency to give sorclid /ininded 
citizens their fill of filth.” Because of this violati on d p - 
cency on the part tff one paper, the press of Alberta i* 
-very much under public scrutiny. 

A tendency to criticize the press, particularly the daily 
pre*s, is vei^ prevalent just now, and is for the most part 
unjustified. The primary purpose of a newspaper is to 
print news, and this is done, so far as the unprejudiced 
reader may judge, with impartiality. Factions of all kinds, 
so long as they have something noteworthy from a news 
v|ew, are given space. The editorial page alone is reserv¬ 
ed for an expression of personal opinion. It is childish to 
assert, that, because these opinions may run counter to 
those of a proportion of the public, they are not absolutely 
sincere. 

In all this criticism, the public is apt to lose sight of 
thgj;onstructive service rendered by the press to commun¬ 
ity progress. There have been few worthwhile projects in

The' folk school, as carried out so successfully in Den¬ 
mark and Scandinavian countries, aims at making use of 
the aptitudes .of youth during the period of adolescence. 
As we understand it, the physical energy and desire for 
activity so strongly evident in the ages from 14 to 18, are 
hamessdd to useful purpose. It is in these years that prac¬ 
tical instruction in all manner of handicraft, agriculture, 
dairying, domestic science and so on, are given. The man¬ 
ual arts' form the basis of instruction. After the age of 
eighteen, the education is along more cultural lines includ¬ 
ing language, music, etc. The fine results obtained from 
this conception of education have been responsible for the 
wide spread of these folk schools. As adults these young 
people “carry over” a more real culture, and a greater ap-

was discussed in government circles, the Lethbridge Her¬ 
ald was advocating it, by way of information from other 
areas, by editorials, by news items of successful experi¬ 
ments. In a hundred and one ways, the Southern Alberta 
daily kept this problem before its readers.

AGAIN SOCIAL CREDIT 


No paper is complete these days without touching on 
Social Credit. Charles Willis of the Stettler Independent 
sees certain progressive steps that may come as a result 
of Major Douglas’ visit to Alberta—steps which will lead 
to Ottawa and thence to the English speaking world. First 
Mr. Willis quotes the' Statements of Professor Elliott of 
the Deparment of Economics, and Dean Weir of the. De¬ 
partment of Law, University of Alberta, on the workabil¬ 
ity of the Aberhart plan. These are given point by point. 

1. The province cannot issue anything in the nature 
of a substitute for money. 

2. The debts of the province abroad and the purchases 
that Albertans make outside of the. province, must be paid 
in real money. 

3. Social Credit certificates would have to be cantelled 
by taxation. _ 

4. This taxation would consume 60 per cent, of the to¬ 

tal value of production of 1930 if the certificates were is¬ 
sued in the amounts suggested by Mr. Aberhart._. 

5. The legislature has no power to set up any system 
of social credit. \ 

The writer continues: 

“But as far as encouraging the study of social credit 
and economics, generally, there is no. particular reason 
why Major Douglas should not be -brought back to Alberta 

“Major Douglas knows that his system will not apply 
to Alberta alone, but his visits will be educational, and 
surely we can afford to spend ten or twelve thousand doF“ 
lars for education, especially when it works out at less 
than two cents per head of the population. 

“We pay ten times that amount each year to educate the 
young people of the province. 

“Mr. Douglas will probably tell us that the only immed¬ 
iate remedy for our economic condition is extension of old 
age- pensions and reducing the age limit.
